are aw are of his success at Hanover 
where he has been 
m anager of 
the 
Hanover Cabinet Company since 1910. 
He has th a t concern on a firm finan­ 
cial basis, it is said, and it has been 
paying large 
annual dividends 
for 
some years. 


He is not a stra n g e r in Gettysburg. 
When the Reaser Furniture Company 
was formed in 1907 he was its chief 
book-keeper, 
a position .h e held for 
several 
years 
afterw ard. 
He then 
went too Hanover to assume the active 
m anagership of the cabinet company. 
His progressive a n d ,a t the same time,

SMALL DEALERS 
NEED NO LICENSE 


Fertilizer Question is Settled by 
the State Department of 
Agriculture. 


Many inquiries are tieing received 
a t the 
Department of 
Agriculture, 
Harrisburg, from agents ami dealers, 
selling commercial 
fertilizers, as to 
their liability for licensing such fe r­ 
tilizers as they handle. 
While fertilizers are registered by 
manufacturers and 
importers in ac­ 
cordance with the Pennsylvania Fer­ 
tilizer I.aw 
it is not necessary 
for 
such local agents and dealers to re­ 
gister the same. 
The proclamation of the President 
cf the United States, dated February 
2oth, last, placing all fertilizers under 
Federal control—so far as manufac- 
tuiers and importers are concerned, 
ami dealers 
whose annual 
business 
amounts to $100,000.00 
or over, has 
prompted many of these inquiries. 
“There seem s to be an impression 
in some sections that fertilizer mixers 
having only a small tonnage are not 
required to take out a license. 
Such 
is not the case, as all fertilizer manu­ 
facturers, 
including 
mixers, 
even 
though their tonnage may be small, 
are required to take out a license. 
“IUtail agents and dealers who do a 
business of less than $100,000 a year 
are not required to take out a license, 
or even to 
make application 
for a 
blank. 
This is left entirely with the 
dealer. 
However, it is to be assumed 
that any retail 
agent or dealer who 
does a business of $100,000 or over, 
and who does not apply for a license 
would be liable under the provisions 
of the Proclamation.” 


The recent interference by the mili­ 
tary police with the college battalion 
boys is the subject of an editorial 
in this week’s “ G ettysburgian”, the 
college newspaper, which says: 
“ W ith the arrival of the Regular 
Army soldiers in town there has been 
conflict of feeling due to misumler- 
.'tan iing between them and our Col­ 
lege R. O. T. C. battalion. 
It ap ­ 
peared that our insignia 
of 
rank, 
dress and street conduct in general 
offended them. 
In respect to some 
particulars of dress, 
which 
Major

corn* ted at drill, we were at fault; 
in general, however, as Major G ra­ 
ham explained to the camp command­ 
er, the Regular Army Military Police 
were o verstep p in g their limits 
of 
authority. 
In consequence the police 
were re-instructed so th at direct in­ 
terference is now averted. 
“ Yet there remains a slight te n ­ 
dency towards prejudice and disre- j 
spec*, between the R. O. T. C. and tho 
Regular Army soldier. 
There is an 
occasional laugh or snigger on the t 
side of either when they pass one a n ­ 
other on the street. 
As Major G ra­ 
ham said, such an attitude 
is 
un­ 
worthy of any soldier. 
On the one 
hand we should not forget that the 
soldiers in camp are champions of the 
same great cause as those men of 
our College Honor Roll whose service 
star inspires us. 
On the other hand, 
a recognition of the spirit in which 
our military unit was established and 
the patriotic service which it is per­ 
forming, is due from them. 
If we 
strive to conduct ourselves as soldiers 
and gentlemen we will 
enable 
our­ 
selves to appreciate in a great p art 
their spirit, and at the same time 
gain their appreciation of ours. 
‘There is no logical reason why this 
state of mutual good-feeling should 
not manifest itself. 
We feel th a t in 
S aturday’s base ball game the initial 
step in this direction has been effect­ 
ed. 
On the athletic field we found 
them good sports, a n i tru st th a t they 
were able to take back to camp the 
same impression with regard to our 
players and fans.

According to her story it 
was shortly before six o'clock w’hen 
she heard the report of the revolver 
shot above her

Two Bills in Senate to Extend 
Hurley’s Authority. Thwart 
Germany. 


With the British Army in France, 
Apr. 
4—The 
announcement 
that 
American battalions are to be added 
to British divisions 
has created the 
greatest enthusiasm. 
The 
fact that 
such a move 
was to be made had 
been 
known for 
some time by the 
commanding officers, who anticipate 
most important results from it and 
accord 
the highest 
praise to 
the 
Americans for the attitude 
of self­ 
sacrifice they have adopted 
in thus 
placing themselves under a foreign 
divisional commander. 
Th:s action means that for the time 
being the American officers and men 
may give up much in the way of pos­

Canadians Make Things Unpleasant 
for the Enemy.

proposed in two bills introduced by 
Senator Fletcher, of Florida, chair­ 
man of the Commerce Committee, af­ 
ter conference with Chairman Hur­ 
ley. 


The President would be authorized 
by the legislation to prescribe through 
the 
Shipping 
Board 
charter 
and 
freight rates and ta take over ships, 
docks, wharves and terminal facili­ 
ties in one bill and the second mea­ 
sure, amending the law creating the 
Shipping Board, 
would extend au­ 
th o rly over ownership and transfer 
of vessels, 
existing or 
under 
con­ 
struction. 
Both bbls have been re­ 
ferred to the Commerce Committee. 
In explaining the new legislation 
Senator Fletcher said the 
Shipping 
Board had discovered and thwarted 
attem pts of German capital to secure 
control of vessels owned or under 
construction in the United States, for 
present profit as well as to provide 
Germany with a merchant fleet after 
the war. 
To enlarge the powers of 
the board to deal with such attempts 
is one of the chief purposes of the 
proposed law's. 


Besides authorizing the President 
to prescribe “ rates, term s and condi­ 
tions” .under which American vessels 
may be chartered, one 
of the 
bills 
would authorize him 
to disapprove 
existing charters, prohibit chartering 
of any specified class of vessels; pre­ 
scribe freight rates 
for American 
vessels, coastwise or ocean going; to 
prescribe in any United States port 
“ rates, charges and term s for dock, 
age, wharfage, stevedoring, handling 
and bunkering of vessels” and rentals 
of docks and terminal faci!!t*?s. 
It 
also would empower him to prescribe 
priority of wharfage service, priority 
in w'hieh cargoes may be carried and 
direct the routing of American ves­ 
sels or foreign ships under charter to 
American citizens.
